In Aprl of 2004, the United Nation’s Cornmittee to End Racial
Discrimination upheld the Shoshone claim in a record decisiongand their declaration
clearly identifies the Yucca Mountain Repository as one of several ongoing serious
human rights violations by the United States against the Western Shoshone Naﬁonj
